Hoiels, the “Hotel Saskatchewan,” which was offi- 
cially opened by President Beatty, on May 24, is a 
modern hotel of a character in keeping with the im- 
Portance of the Capital City of the Province which 
furnishes 50 per cent. of the Dominion’s wheat output.

The new hotel was conceived and designed with two 
considerations always uppermost in the minds of its 
creators; the maximum of comfort and convenience 
for its guests and a pleasing architectural effect. With 
the desired result in mind the architects have developed 
@ design which is singularly pleasing and which will 
be regarded as one of the most beautiful buildings in 
Western Canada, 


The exterior of the building is designed in Georgian 
style, the first two storeys above the street being faced 
with Tyndale stone, quarried near Winnipeg. The 
main entrance has been treated with Corinthian pi- 
lasters.
